19. The retaining wall system of claim 13, wherein said retaining face includes a lip 
near said bottom of said retaining face and a receiving area formed by said lip and said bottom of 
said retaining face, said receiving area configured to receive a top of said retaining face of another 
of said wall sections which is positioned below. 

REMARKS 

Claim 1 9 has been objected to by the Examiner and has been amended to overcome the 
objection. 

Claims 1-3 and 6-8 stand rejected under 35 USC § 102(b), as being anticipated by U. S. 
Patent No, 6,296,422 to Ferraiolo (the "Ferraiolo patent") for the reasons cited by the Examiner. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the elements of claims 2 and 3. 

Nowhere in the Ferraiolo patent is it taught or suggested to have reinforcing ribs within 
the gird pattern, but instead teaches a separate triangular structure at the rear of the wall section. 

Therefore, the combination of claims 1-3 in amended claim 1 is not anticipated by the 
Fenuiolo patent. 
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
